@ recent statement of your 
Holiness that America had writ- 
ten ‘an epic of tharity’ tn her gen- 
erosity to the distressed nations 
of Burope, and the eminent serv- 
ices of Your Holiness and your 
illustrious predecessors in the cause 
of World peace, especially your 
recent proclamation of the king- 
ship of Christ over all nations as 
the rightful ruler of 
the world, evoke a sympathetic 
response from the Christien spirit 
that dominates the American 
heart and conscience. 

“With a confidence born of our 
belief that you understend our 
aspirations as a people, I am pre- 
suming to address Your Holiness 
in the name of thousands of 
Americans on a matter which I be- 
lieve concerns both the church 
over which you preside as well, 
and the country which we love. 

“Our people, wishing to be a 
sober netion, have put into their 
fundamental law a decree forbid- 
ding the manufacture, sale and dis- 
tribution of intoxicants used for 
beverage purposes. This prohibi- 
tion, termed the Eighteenth 
Amendment to our Constitution, 
makes ample provision for sacra- 
mental wines; and the American 
people are determined that this 
legislation ratified by forty-six of 
our forty-eight States, and inaugu- 
rated for the welfare of present 
and future generations, shall not 
be nullified. 

“As a friend of Catholics, as well 
as spokesman of many triotic 
citizens, I am filled with deep re- 
gret in bringing to the attention of 
Your Holiness the fact that the 
seeming indifferences, if not op- 
position, on the part of so many 
Catholics to the enforcement of our 
prohibition law has created a grea 
deal of opposition to the Catholic 
church and 414 much to call into 
the existence the Ku Klux Klan. 


RACIAL PROBLEM 

“The problem of enforci our 
prohibition law, which is of séu- 
preme importance to the citizens 
of America, is aggravated by our 
having large racial elements from 
many countries. President Cool- 
idge, a truly Christial man, has 
in unmistakable terms condemned 
organizations committed to intol- 
erance. He has frequently urged 
upon all good citizens their duty’ 
to observe our laws, and upon all 
public officials, that of law  en- 
forcement. It seems to many of 
us that such appeals should meet 
with more response from Catholic 
leaders than has been manifested 
thus far. 

“The great body of American 
citizens have always respected the 
Catholic church as the unflinching 
advocate of every home virtue as 
well as public duty; and one word 
from Your Holiness, rciterating 
what was always felt was the Cath- 
olic position of respect for civil 
authority in accordance with the 
Holy Scriptures, that all authority 
is of God, would be a large con- 
tribution to the moral welfare and 
progress of our republic.

Officials Testify to Value of 
Military Arm.

“American industrialists realize,” 
he said, “while it is good business 
to avert chaos at the outbreak of 
an emergency, it is no less good 
business tu avert chaos at the end 
an emergency. Industrial 
parcdness is the contribution 
business to the national peace.

Gen. Harbord, asserting that the 
Secretary of War would have some 
aificulty in .naintaiaing a national 
defense, “because the measure ‘of 
appropriations) in all cases is pop- 
ularity rather than requirements,” 
agreed that the best outlook for 
national defense “is action on the’ 
part of the matdfacturers of the 
country.” 

The industrial preparedness plan 
advocated by Secretary Davis is be- 
ing carried down into every one 
of the seven Army services of sup- 
ply, Assistant Secretary MacNider 
said. 

“We intend,” he said, “that you 
shall have a business-like admin- 
istration of your military estab- 
lishment, and that every dollar ap- 
propriated for your defense shall 
do its full duty. Our present sup- 
ply organization must be so built, 
that like a rubber band, ft can in 
a moment be stretched to a hun- 
dred times its present size without 
breaking under the strain.”

HOUSE GETS 
CHAMBER'S 
BANK VIEW 


Right to Form Branches 
Favored as Result of 
National Referendum 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4,.-—The 
position of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States with 
regard to additional powers .for 
national banks, including the right 
to establish branch banks, today 
was placed before the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency 
for consideration in connection 
with proposed banking legisia- 
tion. 

The policy of the national cham- 
ber is set forth in a letter to the 
members of the committee by John 
W. O'Leary. president of the cham- 
ber, and is based on a referendum 
of the 14600 business organizations 
included in the membership. As 
pointed out in the letter the addi- 
tional powers for national banks 
favored by the national chamber 
are contained in the following pro- 


posals: 

“A national bank should be per- 
mitted, under regulation of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, to 
have branches within its own city 
if a State bank tn the same city is 
permitted to have branches. 

“National banks should be given 
indeterminate charters, subject to 
forfeiture for cause and termina- 
tion at the will of Congr 

“National banks should au- 
thorized to deal in investment se- 
curities on a basis rot inconsistent 
with the generally recognized prin- 
ciples of sound banking practice. 

“National banks should be au- 
thorized to make mortgage loans 
on city real estate foe periods not 


in excess of five years."

The slow movement 
was a “biues” resembling méian- 
choly negro improvisations. 

Like Deems Taylor's symphonic 
poem, “Jurgen,” which also was 
written at the bidding of the 
Symphony Society, Gershwin’'s con- 
certo was followed ergerly and 
later discussed by its hearers. 

Gershwin does not claim to be 
a master of form and admittedly 
knows littie of harmonies. When 
the commission to write the con- 
certo came, he intimated he would 
“trust to luck” in composing it. 

His earlier reputation is based 
on musical comedy compositions 
and one ot Broadway's most esuc- 
cessful hits is accredited to him. 
His new musical work is being 
watched by crit’ who are pon- 
dering on the possibilities of his 
one-act opera, “350th Street,” 
— theme is negro life in Har- 
em. 

Gershwin is preparing this for 
presentation by Paul Whiteman in 
the spring.

COTTON POLICY 


Inflation and Exploitation 
Opposed at Session 


Many Gather to Formulate 
Plans for Industry 


Formation of Committee to 
Further it Favored 


Recommendations that the Cali- 
fornia Development Association 
take steps to prevent inflation or 
exploitation of the cotton industry 
of California and the formation of 
a State-wide cotton committee to 
standardize the industry and place 
it on a firm basis were adopted yes- 
terday at the association's cotton 
conference in the assembly room 
of the Pacific-Southwest Trust and 
Bank. 

The recommendations were con- 
tained in a set of resolutions pre- 
sented the conference by a com- 
mittee following a day devoted to 
addresses by —s men in all 
phases of the cotton industry. More 
than 100 prominent men from all 
parts of the State were present. 


McLACHLAN CHOSEN 

Argyle Mclachlan of the Colo- 
rado River Land Company, Calex- 
ico, was nominated as chairman of 
cotton 
committee. He was named unani- 
mously. Mr. McLachian, during the 
morning session, had addressed the 
ass@mbiage and sounded a note of 
warning against ruining by exces- 
sive exploitation a new and in- 
creasingly important industry. 

Mr. McLachlan took as his sub- 
Ject the cotton industry of Cali- 
fornia. He stated that there are 
lands in the southwestern cotton 
belt extending from Western Texas 
to a point north of San Francisco. 
The crop last year was valued at 
$60,000,000, he stated, and Cali- 
fornia furnished a fourth of the 


crop. 

a is unwise to boom such an 
industry at such a time,” he said, 
“when it has just begun to attain 
prominence. Before going into 
the cotton business the grower 
should study the conditions of the 
soll, the amount of water and lia- 
bor available, and many other 
things. Cotton ta being grown be-

ACREAGE DOUBLES 

Mr. McLachlan brought out that 
cotton acreage in the San Joaquin 
Valley more than doubled in one

“There should be a _ control 
board to restrict planting, for fear 
that too much of the commodity 
will flood the market. The best 
way to exercise control will be by 
the financing agencies, and if the 
banks do not hinder the overpro- 
duction of cotton California will 
be in for a very bad experience.” 
* The statements of Mr. McLach- 
lan in respect to the dangers of 
overproduction were substantiated 
by F. J. Dietrich of Stockton. who 
spoke on the necess‘ty of a cotton 
extension specialist, and 8. Parker 
Frisselle, of Kearney 
Park, Fresno, who spoke on labor 
problems. Mr. Frisselle proposed 
that some organization should be 
formed to take charge of furnish- 
ing labor for the cotton fields and 
fruit orchards. He said the so- 
lutjon of the labor problem lay, 
however. in having many smal! 
farms, worked by a family, rather 


than large enterprises with all 
hired labor. 


FINANCE QUESTION 

J. Dabney Day, president of the 
Citizens’ Netional Bank, and him- 
self a former residem of the Texas 
cotton region, discussed the ques- 
tion of financing the cotton grow- 
er. Mr. Day said that in his opin- 
ion, warehoused cotton was one 
of the best securities of record. 
but edvised bankers to be careful 
of the character of the grower 
and his dependability. He en- 
couraged the growers by telling 
them that cotton planters 
always could look to the bankers to 
help them keep their industry at 
the front of business.

~ INTERNATIONAD OUTLAW 
No other contract drawn within the 
memory of the present generation has met 
with such universal approval as the Locar- 
no Security Pact. All the governments con- 
cerned have ratified without reservation; 
and the German Reichstag has authorized 
the government to make application for 
membership in the League of Nations. This 
was @ very necessary procedure, for, under 
the terms of the pact, it does not become 
mandatory upon the signatory governments 
until Germany is a member of the League. 
The attempt of Ludendorff and the other 
German militarists who still cling to the 
old regime to defeat ratification served only 
to disclose how weak the militarists are in 
the new German republic. President Von 
Hindenburg gave unreserved approval to 
the pact, which he said was vital to recon- 
struction in Germany. 


cent, to avoid displaying unseemly gratifi- 
cation over the very favorable terms of 
France. The growing wealth and popula 
tion of the States that formed the old Ger- 
man Empire and now form the republic had 
been a cause of alarm to the French ever 
since 1870. The Franco-Prussian War 
proved that France was too weak to resist 
successfully, without foreign support, a Ger- 
man invasion. The Triple Entente was only 
a “gentlemen's agreement,” something that 
could be terminated by any of the three 
governments concerned at any time. But 
the pact of Locarno ts a formal treaty. It 
will be necessary for France to make no 
national sacrifices to keep in the gopd 
graces of Italy and England. Their sup- 
port in case of attack is written in the 
bond. 

For thirty years before the World War 
France's position was far from enviable. 
The reigning houses of Germany and En- 
gland were closely related, and France had 
no assurance that a secret entente would 
not be effected between England and Ger- 
many, one that would leave France at the 
te of her powerful neighbor on the 


France ceded Alsace and Lorraine to Ger- 
many to free the other French territory oc 
cupied by victorious German armies. Ger- 
many ceded them back under threat of Al- 
lied invasion. Treaties so signed are like 
contracts signed at the point of a revolver. 
The one whose signature is forced repudi- 
ates it at the frst opportunity. 

But Germany of ite own free will has 
agreed to recognize Alsace and Lorraine in 
perpetuity as integral parts of the French 
republic. And France is assured of the 
armed support of Italy and England if Ger- 
many seeks to break that pledge. 

The German people are well contented 
with the terms of the Locarno Pact. They 
are content, all things considered, that Al- 
sace and Lorraine shall not form a part of 
the German republic. They will probably 
apply to the League of Nations for a man- 
date over one or more of their former Af- 
rican colonies; but Alsace and Lorraine 
were almost as great trouble-makers for 
Germany under the empire as Ireland was 
to Great Britain. There is ho visible desire 
on the part of the Germans to engage in a 
new war for the sake of getting a bit of: 
territory west of the Rhine. 

Plainly the present generation in Ger. 
many has bad enough of fighting. The 
Germans desire to turn their attention to 
industry, to recover the foreign markets 
they lost through the war and to increase 
the national wealth. They are convinced 
that it is more profitable to work than to 
fight. 

Through the demonitization of the mark 
Germany wiped out her internal national 
debt. The only drain on the treasury, out- 
side the current expense of the govern- 
ment, is the reparation payments under the 
Dawes agreement, and those payments are 
not one-third what either England or the 
United States pays annually on the nation- 
al debt. 

Ontside Bolshevik circles in Russia there 
is general rejoicing. It means much to 
countries that are not parties to the tree | 
ties, for the last war proved how world 
trade and commerce are disturbed when 
two first-class powers start fighting. ‘ 

The public opinion of the world has out- 
lawed war. It is no longer popular with any 
civilized people, both for moral reasons and 
for the material reason that it is not prof- 
itable. The age when a small army could 
invade foreign territory and bring back 
home vast quantities of treasure is defi- 
nitely ended. There is not enough plunder 
to be secured anywhere to pay the -cost of 
invasion. Peoples who have anything worth 
carrying away are too well prepared to de- 
themselves. 

the economy of civilization there is no 
more place for war. That which is unmor- 
al, unnecessary, unpopular and unprofitable 
cannot long exist. It must give way to 
things that the world wants and the world 
needs. That is the present condition of 
war, which has not even the allurements 
of a vice; and that is why the peace of 
Locarno is so universally acceptable. 

Public opinion, the unwritten law, has 
made war the international outlaw. 


RAYS 

No name has as yet been definitely 
applied to the new and powerful rays dis- 
covered by Dr. rt A. Millikan, the Pas- 
edena physicist, though the suggestion has 
been made that they be called the Millikan 
rays. When in 1895 Wilhelm Konrad Roent- 
gen discovered what are now popularly 
known as the X-rays his name was for a 
time used in specifying them, but of late 
years one rarely hears the term “Roentgen 
rays.” This is unfair to the discoverer, for, 
if the words “watt,” “ampere” and others 
of the terminology of science which so 
closely identify them with the men whose 
names they instantly suggest are fitting and 
desirable, surely we should have Roentgen 
and Milliken rays and they should be known 
as such. 

Speculation as to what use science may 
be able ta make of Dr. Millikan’s wonder- 
ful discovery if now rife among physicists 
and others. So little is known of the char- 
acter of the rays that the discoverer is not 
indulging tm theories as to their practical 
application. He believes them to be of ex- 
traordinary absorptive power and that if 
they continue to increase in the upper re 
gion surrounding our earth they might work 
disastrous results to life on this planet, 
though such a contingency is remote and. 
with other scientists, he hardly thinks this 
effect ever will be produced. But when one 
considers their tremendous power of pene-

Purported Dying Statement 
of Anson Barred Out of 


Trial for Murder 

Tom Bay, on trial in Judge 
Keetch’s court for the murder of 
“Yakima Jim” Anson, “halfway 
admitted” that Anson had made 
slurring remarks afhout Mrs. Bay 
when questioned after his arrest, 
Police Officer Clark testified yes- 
terday. Clark, however, said he 
believed that not much attention 
had been paid to the asserted 
remarks on account of the fact 
that drinking had been going on. 

Bay and Anson, both film cow- 
boys, are said to have quarreled 
at the Thelma Hotel on August 9% 
before the fatal shooting of An- 
son. 

Most of yesterday afternoon was 
devoted to argument-on the ad- 
missability of what was purported 
to be a dying’ statement made by 
Anson atithe Receiving Hospital, 
the jury being out of the room dur- 
ing argument of counsel. 

According to this statement, 
which was ruled out, Police OM- 
cers Neece and Page asked Anson 
who shot kim, and Anson replied, 
“Tom Bay.” Bay was then brought 
before Anson, the officers said, and 
asked him, “What's the matter, 
Jim?” and was told in reply. “You 
know — well what's the matter.” 
‘ The case went over until Mon- 

ay.

SECOND ARREST | 
IN MARTIN CASE 


New Suspect Identified as 
Stone’s Car Companion 


Capture of Smith Expected to 
Bring Sensations 


Defense Attorney Appears 
Elated at Seizure 


With the arrest of Arthur 
“Shorty” Smith, 25 years of age, 
and his identification as the man 
who was with 8. C. Stone, former 
Glen Alry district night watchman, 
when he is asserted to have dis- 
appeared into the fields near the 
Baldwin Hills with two mysterious 
packages, the trial of Stone in Su- 
perior Judge Hahn's court on a 
charge of murdering the two Mar- 
tin sisters, May and Nina, took a 
sensational turn yesterday. 

Smith was still being questioned 
at an early hour this morning by 
Dep. Dist.-Atty. Ryan and Deputy 
Sheriffs Stensland, Biasdall and 
Hunter. 

Smith, according to Undersheriff 


Biscalluz, was identified by Mrs. 
Sadie Pryor, important prosecu- 
tion witness, who gave testimony 
on Thursday at the trial that she 
saw Stone alight from his car and 
with two bundles waik in the di-| 
rection of the spot where the bad- | 
ly decomposed bodies of the two 
Martin sisters were found on Feb- 
ruary 4, last, months after their 
disappearance on August 23, 1924. 
The arrest of Smith, whose name 
was frequently mentioned during 
the sensational testimeny yester- | 
day of Alva Floyd, former city re- 
corder of Culver City, whose con- 
viction on embezzlement charges 
is now on appeal, ended a search 
of two months. He was arrested 
at a house at 219 West Kendall 
street, Corona, by Deputy Sheriffs 
Blasdell, Hunter and Stensland., 
Smith is being detained as a ma- 
terial witness In the Martin mur- 
der trial. 
_ Deputy sheriffs who have worked 
on the Martin murder for menths 
as well as Dep. Dist.-Attys. Ryan 
and Denniscn, who rae prosecut- 
ing Btone, expect many sensational 
developments at the Stone trial as 
a result of Smith's being located. 


ACTION PREDICTED 

Chandos Bush, defense at’orney, 
maintained a mysterious but satis- 
fied attitude following the arrest 
of &mith. 

“Just announce that Mr. Stone 
and his counsel are highly elated 
over the arrest of Smith. There'll 
be something doing now for sure.” 

Bush declined to give a detailed 

explanation of his interest in the 
arrest of Smith, except to say it 
was of great importance to his 
case. 
Mre. Pryor was taken to the 
Sheriff's office, where she was con- 
fronted by Smith. She identified 
him as the man who, she asserts, 
was with Stone or August 24, 1924, 
the day following the disappear- 
ance of the Martin sisters, when 
Stone tock the packages and 
walked into the fields. 

Her testimony concerning this 
incidert on Thursday was as fo!- 
lows: She and her husband were 
auto riding with their son, Verne, 
l1,.cn August 24, 1924, when Verne 
became unruly and her husband 
stopped to get a switch to correct 
him, A machine drove up near by 
and stopped and a man got ens 
took packages from Lis car an 
walked into the fields and disap- 
peared in the direction where the 
murder victims’ bodies were found. 
Another man was in the car and 
remaine] in the car awaiting the 
return of the driver. She identified 
the man who had left the car as 
Stone, 

On his return from the field, 
Mrs. Pryor said Stone carried a 
emaller package, which looked 
like a shovel wrapped in news- 
papers. 


DENIED BEING WITH STONE 

Smith disappeared two months 
ago while he was employed as a 
dishwasher at Universal City. He 
admitted after his arrest he was 
acquainted with Stone, and worked 
on the same patrol as Stone did. 
He denied, however, being with 
Stone when the latter is asserted 
to have disposed of the mysterious 
packege, and denied knowWing the 
two Martin sisters. 

Smith will be walled as a witness 
at Stone's trial either by the prose- 
cutiop or by the defense, it was 
stated Is st night. Whether charges 
are to be preferred frainst him 
was not known last night by Den- 
nison or Ryan. The case, they 
said, is to be laid before Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Fitts for a final decision. 


ASSISTANCE SOUGHT 

The asserted admissions made 
by Stone to Floyd were related to 
the jury by the latter from a long 
typewritten memoranda which. 
Floyd said, he showed to Stone 
before he was released from the 
County Jail on bail pending his ap- 
peal from hfs conviction on em- 
bezzliement charges. Stone, he 
said, solicited hig assistance be- 
cause he was a former fustice of 
the peace and becaue he had 
“neither friends, an attorney nor 
money.” 

Stone's asserted admissions to 
Floyd covered a period beginning 
with June 2, last, up to and in- 
cluding September 17, last. and 
were made to Floyd, he said, in 
Tank 12. Floyd described Stone's 
asserted conversations with him by 
dates giving his specific questions 
and Stone's answers which. his 
testimony indicated, were asserted 
to have been made by Stone un- 
der the impression Floyd was to 
assist him out of his trouble. 

Fioyd asked “for deputy 
sheriff, -he testified, and told him 
he had some valuable informa- 
tion about the Martin murder case. 
This information, he said, he 
turned over to the authorities at a 
conference at Undersheriff Bis- 
calluz’s office. He asserted he was 
not offered reward or promise of 
immunity for his testimony. 

Acéording to the asserted admis- 
sions as related from the stand by 
Floyd, Stone after a number of 
denials finally admitted the Mar- 
tin sisters were with him on the | 
night of August 23. 1924, the date 
of their disappearance. Stone ad- 
mitted, Floyd testified:

Mrs, Tallant, long a sufferer from 
iliness and melancholy, came on| 
deck shortly before 1 p.m., of No- 
vember 28. The Finland was then 
two days out from the Canal Zone. 

According to passengers, Mre. 
Tallant strode to a railing for- 
ward on the starboard side of the 
promenade deck. She then  in- 
structed her da‘ighter, Miss Elsie 
Tallant, to go below for luncheon. 
The daughter complied, leaving 
Mrs. Tallant in charge of a nurde. 
Mias Tallant had barely MWisap- 
peared when the mother sent the 
nuree for 4 glass of water. A min- 
ute later the distracted woman 
leaped into the sea. 

Fighteen minytes later Mrs. 
Tallant, apparently lifeless, was 
lifted back aboard the Finland. 
Dr. Patrick &. Burns, ship's sur- 
geon, applied every known science 
to restore life, but failed. At 11 
o'clock that night brief funeral 
services were held.
